KEPOllT  ON  EDUCATION. 

As  tbe  evening  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject of  Edncation,  your  Comniilteo  have  omitted  all  remarks, 
except  in  regard  to  the  following  Institutions: 

I.  Wake  Forest  Collkge. — In  locating  this  Institution,  the 
Trustees  were  truly  fortunate,  for  its  location  is  one  of  the  most 
delightful  and  healthy  in  the  State.  In  a  neighborhood  distin- 
guished for  its  morality  and  intelligence,  it  is  far  removed  from 
many  of  the  temptations  which  beset  the  paths  of  youth,  and 
surrounded  by  an  enlightened  and  healthful  moral  and  religious 
influence. 

In  arranging  the  departments  of  this  institution  into  Col- 
legiate and  Academical,  especial  reference  was  had  to  the 
wants  of  the  denomination  and  patrons.  In  the  Collegiate  de- 
partment the  studies  pursued  are  the  san)e  as  in  other  Colleges. 
In  (he  Academical  department  the  course  of  studies  is  two- 
fold— Classical  and  English.  The  Classical  course  is  arranged 
with  special  reference  to  preparing  students  for  College, 
while  the  English  varies  to  meet  the  circumstances  of  the  pupil, 
his  age  and  ciij)acify,  the  time  he  will  probably  remain  at  the 
Institution,  and  his  anticipated  occupation  in  after  life.  Every 
facility  is  also  afforded  those  who  wish  to  qualify  themselves  to 
take  charge  of  schools  or  to  pursue  a  thorough  English  and 
Mathematical  course  without  attending  to  the  Languages. 

The  younger  students  in  the  Academical  departnienl  arc  re- 
f|uired  to  be  present  wjth  the  teacher  during  the  usu;d  hours 
allotted  to  study,  while  the  older  and  more  advanced  are  per- 
mitted to  pursue  their  studies  in  private  rooms  to  avoid  any 
noise  or  interruption  while  classes  are  reciting. 

The  officers  endeavor  to  cultivate  a  kind  and  familiar  inter- 
course with  the  students,  frequently  visit  them  in  private  to  aid 
and  encourage  them  in  their  studies,  and  to  urge  upon  (hem  (he 
importance  of  diligence,  priuctuality,  and  other  manly  habits, 
as  necessarv  to  (heir  well  being  and  success  in  subsequent  life. 

A  record'of  the  general  conduct  and  scholarship  of  each  stu- 
dent is  kept  and  forwarded  to  those  parents  and  guardians  who 
may  request  the  same. 

The  Annual  Commencement  is  \vA^  on  the  2nd  Thursday  of 
June. 

The  winter  session  opens  on  the  third  Monday  of  January, 
and  the  fall  session  ow  the  la^t  Monday  ofJr.lv. 
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II.  FuRMAN  THEOLOCric.\L  INSTITUTION,  South  Carolina. — The  ■Min- 
utes of  Lhe  S.  C.  Convention  do  not  contain  much  infonnatioii 
in  regard  to  this  Institution.  Its  object,  however,  is  to  afiord  to 
the  risinjx  ministry  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a  good  theological 
education,  that  the  "man  cf  God  may  be  tlioroiighly  furnished" 
for  his  important  and  arduous  duties.  From  an  account  of  a 
recent  examination,  it  appears  that  the  institution  is  in  success- 
ful operation  and  is  conferring  groat  and  lasting  benefits  on 
those  who  have  availed  themselves  of  its  advantngci?.  There 
is  no  charge  for  tuition — the  expenses  of  the  scholastic  year  be- 
ing only  ^So.  The  attention  of  our  ministering  brethren  arc 
earnestly  invited  to  this  Institution. 

III.  Milton  Female  Sejuxarv. — By  a  resolution  of  your  body, 
this  Seminary  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  Com- 
mittee. It  is  located  in  Milton.  The  Principal,  Rev.  E.  W. 
West,  is  known  to  your  Committee  as  a  distinguished  scholar, 
and  devoted  christian.  The  Seminary  commences  operation 
in  January  next,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  render  it 
worthy  of  public  patronage.  It  is  with  confidence,  therefore, 
recommended  to  our  brethren  and  friends,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
they  will  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  which  it  will  af- 
ford to  confer  upon  their  daughters  a  thorough  and  accomplish- 
ed education.  Further  particulars  can  be  ascertained  by  addres- 
sing N.  J.  Palmer,  Esq.,  Post  Master,  Milton,  N.  C.

Jii:PORT  01'  SPECIAL   CHANGES. 

Among  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  past 
year,  solc:mnly  alTecting  the  interests  of  the  Convention  and  the 
cause  of  religion  in  general,  are  those  providences  of  God  which 
have  removed  several  zealous  and  energetic  brethren.  To  pnsB 
by  these  events  unimproved  would  betray  an  msensibility  de- 
rogatory to  christian  character.  And,  if  your  Commiitee  have 
not  nii:>apprehended  the  design  of  their  appointment,  it  is  to  ool- 
lect  and  present  these  changes. 

The  first  f?u!)ject  of  these  was  our  highl}'-  esteemed  bro.,  El- 
der Warren  Brooks,  of  Chatham,  one  of  our  missionaries.  He 
was  a  zealous  and  devoted  minister,  and  a  warm  friend  and  ad- 
vocate of  all  the  benevolent  Associations  of  the  day.  For  ev- 
ery good  work  his  hand  was  read}".  But  in  a  career  of  useful- 
ness, which  shone  brighter  and  brighter  as  he  advanced,  he 
was  taken  away.  Though  be  lived  only  a  little  while  yet  he 
did  much  nnd  his  works  rendt.'r  his  memory  blessed. 

The  next  subject  of  these  changes  was  our  highly  esteemed 
bro.,  Elder  David  Thomson,  of  Smithfield  —  whose  name  needs 
but  be  mentioned  to  produce  a  sensation  in  tiie  bosoms  of  many 
now  present.  He  was  one  of  the  few  who  first  engaged  in  the 
promotion  of  the  Convention,  and  Wake  Forest  College.  Pos- 
sessing an  ardent  temperament,  he  entered  with  his  might  into 
whatever  his  hand  found  to  do;  and  having  also  a  penetrating 
and  discriminating  mind,  his  elliciency  was  felt.  No  one  was 
more  zealous,  more  elilcienl.  But  it  has  pleased  Him,  whoae 
ways  are  mysterious,  to  dissolve  his  connexion  with  earth,  and 
to  grant  hini  a  glorious  and  triumphant  entrance  among  the 
saints  in  glory.  In  his  closing  exercises  was  strikingly  verified 
the  divine  prnniise,  ''Them  that  honor  me,  I  will  honor," 
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Bio.  Ransom  Sumulcrs,  of  Johnson,  meniber  elect  to  the  Sen- 
ate, is  another  whose  loss  we  are  called  on  to  deplore.  Posses- 
sing fine  talents,  ample  pecuniary  resources,  extetisive  popu- 
larity, and,  above  all,  genuine  christian  principles,  nnd  un- 
blemished christian  character,  he  was  eminently  qualified  to 
promote  the  interest?  of  the  Convention  and  College.  Tlris  he 
did  by  his  pecuniary  contributions,  by  his  influence,  and  by  his 
advocacy.  But  alas,  the  places  that  once  knew  him  will  know 
him  no  more  forever. 

Another  instance  is  the  death  of  our  highly  esteemed  bro. 
John  Oliver,  of  Duplin.  In  the  early  days  of  the  Conveution, 
when  surrounded  by  those,  who,  if  not  opposed,  were  disaffect- 
ed towards  it,  he,  promptly  and  \\'\lU  a  noble  spirit,  steped  forth 
in  their  patronage  and  zealous  defence.  And  in  the  recent  ef- 
foit  made  by  the  Trustees  to  free  the  College  from  debt,  he 
rendered  the  Agent  in  his  region  very  essential  aid.  In  regard, 
to  these  institutions  his  life  was  indeed  a  di-claration,  "if  I  for- 
get thee,  O  Jeiusalem,  let  my  right  hand  forget  her  cunning." 
But  he  rests  from  hi?  labours.  He  has  gone  to  join  the  assem- 
bly of  the  first  born  in  heaven. 

Nor  are  we  permitted  to  finish  this  mournful  record  here. 
There  is  yet  another — the  death  of  our  highly  esteemed  brotlier. 
Elder  John  Armstrong,  late  of  Columbus,  Miss.  He  was  prom- 
inent in  that  little  band  that  originated  the  Convention  and  sub- 
sequently the  College,  and  bore  a  distinguisked  part  in  carrying 
them  forward.  For  a  time  he  filled  the  chair  of  Ancient  Lan- 
guages in  the  College.  He  was  the  refined  gentleman,  the  ac- 
complished scholar,  the  profound  theologian,  the  powerful 
preacher,  the  eminent  christian.  His  piety  was  of  a  pure  and 
elevated  character.  But  few  have  passed  a  career  of  greater 
usefulness  and  distinction,  or  have  closed  it  more  generally  la- 
mented. 

Under  these  afHiclive  changes,  your  Committee  feel  that  we 
have  great  cause  for  humiliation,  and  would  therefore  present 
the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  we  entertain  a  lively  sense  of  the  excellences 
of  our  departed  brethren. 

Resolved,  That  wo  suspend  business  for  a  season  of  humilia- 
tion and  prayer. 

All  of  v;hich  is  respectfully  submitted.

5.  The  Committee  on  securing  a  fuller  rcprescntntion  of  the 
Churches  recommend  the  following  as  the  best  method  which 
occurs  to  them  :  1st.  The  employment  of  an  rificient  agent. 
2d.  That  a  greater  effort  be  made  on  the  part  of  our  Agent, 
Missionaries  and  Pastors  to  influence  all  our  churches  to  become 
auxiliary  to  the  Convention  by  sending  annual  contributions 
and  delegates.  3d.  When  this  cannot  be  done  then  that  aux- 
iliary societies  be  formed.  4th.  A  spirited  correspondence  by 
the  corresponding  Secretary,  oth.  A  stirring  annual  report  by 
the  Board,  and  a  more  extensive  circulation  of  missionary  in- 
telligence. T.  Meredith,  Ch^vi.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Believing-  that  the  principal  tiling  needed  (o  stir  up  our  peo- 
ple to  greater  zeal  and  liberality  for  the  Foreign  Mission  de- 
partment of  our  labor,  is  correct  information  respecting  its  char- 
acter, condition  and  prospects,  wc  applied  to  the  Board  at  Bos- 
ton for  a  statement  of  facts  on  these  points,  and  from  the  facts 
received  the  following  extracts  are  presented: 

"There  are  occupied  by  our  Missionaries  eighty-seven  sta- 
tions, at  which  the  gospel  is  regularly  preached,  always  on  the 
Sabbath;  at  many  of  them  frequently  during  the  week,  besides 
what  is  done  by  itinerancy. 

"There  are  seventy-five  churches,  composed  of  about  5000 
communicants;  besides  these,  there  are  probably  about  3000 
Karens  in  Burmah  proper  converted,  but  not  baptized,  because 
they  have  no  ordained  minister  among  them  to  administer  the 
ordinance.  The  missionaries  being  excluded  from  the  Empire, 
and  limited  in  their  labors  to  the  British  Provinces,  the  work 
has  been  continued  for  several  years  by  the  native  converts, 
and  so  fast  as  any  are  converted  they  join  'the  company  of  the 
disciples,'  as  they  are  styled.  Several  hundred  of  these  have, 
from  time  to  time,  gone  over  into  the  Provinces  and  been  bap- 
tized by  the  Missionaries,  and  then  returned  to  strengthen  their 
brethren.  The  whole  number,  therefore,  of  believing  converts, 
who  have  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  through 
the  agency  of  our  Missionaries,  must  be  about  8000,  nearly  o??e 
thousand  of  whom,  have  professed  their  faith  in  Christ  during  the 
past  year. 

"The  nuiTiber  of  Missionaries  now  in  the  field  is  one  himdred 
and  eleven—about  half  of  whom  are  males,  and  preachers. 
There  are  about  one  hundred  native  preachers  and  asgislants 
sustained  by  the  Board.  There  are,  perhaps,  2000  children 
sustained,  directly  and  indirectly,  by  the  Missionaries,  who  are 
receiving  a  christian  education.     In  many  schools  the  grace  of 
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God  has  been  richly  diiphiyed,  and  many  of  the  moat  promis- 
ing pupils  have  been  liopcfiiliy  converted. 

"To  most  of  the  stations  God  has  been  signally  gracious.  Ad- 
ditions to  the  ^lission  cluirchps  from  among  the  nalivrs,  are  as 
common  as  among  our  best  churches  in  America.  We  have  jiisL 
had  intt'lligonce  of  somelhing  lilce  150  baptisms,  most  of  which 
are  in  Biirmah.  The  blessing  of  God  upon  our  labors  among  the 
heathen  is  greater  than  the  most  sanguine  expectations,  even  of 
the  Missionaries  themselves.  And  wide  doors  are  opening 
aroimd  and  adjacent  to  almost  every  station.  'I'he  light  of  the 
cross  is  allraciing  the  heathen  lo  it. 

"But  what  shall  be  said  of  our  linances — our  means  of  meet- 
ing the  growing  demands  upon  us?  The  Board  was  in  debt  at 
its  annual  mectinof  in  April,  1841,  $1,214  92— in  April,  1842, 
$6,871  76— in  '43,  $14,859  16— in  '44,  827,706  10.  There  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  this  debt  has. been  diminished  since 
April,  nor  has  it  probably  increased.  So  the  JBoard  intend.  Now 
it  may  be  asked  why  such  a  debt  should  be  allowed  to  arise — 
especially  as,  in  the  mean  time,  the  annual  receipts  of  the  Board 
have  been  greater  than  at  any  former  time?  The  answer  is, 
the  demand  has  been  so  prcsshig  it  could  not  be  resisted.  The  re- 
fusals to  the  applications,  not  onl}'^  from  the  Missionaries,  but 
from  the  heathen  themselves,  have  been  frequent,  and  are 
more  painful  lo  the  members  of  the  Board  than  any  one  can 
imagine  who  has  not  experienced  it. 

"Besides  this,  tlie  Board,  from  the  want  of  funds,  have  already 
detained  one  Missionary  and  his  wife  in  this  country  almost  a 
year;  and  two  other  families  are  ready  to  go,  but  the  Board  will 
be  obliged  to  inform  them  that  there  are  «o  funds.  I'hese  are  the 
facts,  my  brother,  and  happy  is  that  disciple  of  Christ  in  Amer- 
ica, who  can  say  in  view  of  them,  I  have  delivered  my  soul,'" 

We  submit  the  facts,  without  comment,  (o  the  serious  consid- 
eration of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  with"  the  prayer  that 
God  may  make  them  effectual  in  opening  our  hearts  by  our 
next  Convention.  J.  J.  Finch,  Ch^m.

L.  Hartson,  Resolved^  That  the  sal- 
vation of  the  heathen  depends  instrumenlally  on  the  preaching 
of  the  Gospel. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  Furman,  Resolved,  That  the  spirit  of 
Missions  and  the  spirit  of  Christianity  are  identical. 
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Resolved,  That  onr  churclies  be  aflfeclionntely  urged  (o  adopt 
some  system  by  which  all  their  members  may  enjoy  \hr>.  op- 
portunily  of  contributing  to  sustain  the  cause  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  thai  our  ministering  brethren  be  requested  to  bring 
this  subject  distinctly  before  their  respective  congregations. 

After  the  announcement  of  preaching  to-night,  at  7  o'clock, 
by  Rev.  J.  C.  Furman,  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  Presbyterian 
Session  Room  at  9  o'clock   to-morrow.     Prayer  by  bro.  Taylor.

In  many  instances, 
the  press  has  been  employed  lo  advocate  the  cause  of  Infideli- 
ty. So  in  many  instances,  has  it  been  employed  in  the  cause  of 
Christianity.  By  this  means  the  latter,  under  (he  blessing  of 
God,  has  triumphed  over  the  former.  The  votaries  of  the  cross 
should  never  neglect  this  great  instrumentality.  We  would  re- 
commend the  following  publications; 

1st.  The  Biblical  Recorder. — This  is  a  weekly  paper  published 
at  Raleigh,  at  $2  in  advance.  Our  Stale  should  furnish  3000 
subscribers,  and  South  Carolina,  while  she  has  no  paper,  as 
many  more. 

2nd.  The  Baptist  Recokd. — This  is  tlie  organ  of  the  book  con- 
cern and  is  published  at  Philadelphia,  at  $1  a  year. 

3rd.  The  Macedoman. — This  is  a  monthly  published  by  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board.  It  is  devoted  to  Missionary  intelli- 
gence. One  copy  can  be  had  for  16  2-3  cents,  or  six  num- 
bers for  a  dollar.  The  address  is  "Macedonian,  No.  11,  Corn- 
bill,  Boston,  Mass." 

4th.  The  Christian  Review. — This  is  a  quarterly,  and  every 
minister  in  the  State  should  take  it.  Single  copies  at  $3,  two 
copies  at  $5,  and  five  copies  at  $10.  The  postage  for  the  year 
is  68  cents. 

fiih.  The  Baptist  Missionary  Magazine,  Boston,   the   Baptist 
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Memorial,  New  York,  and  the  Baptist  Preacher,  Richniotnl,  are 
eacli  $1  a  year  and  are  all  interesting  periodicals. 

We  c.nmiot  too  earnestly  recominond  to  your  consideration 
the  Publication  Society  at  Philadelphia.  We  should  have  an 
agent  for  this  special  department  in  the  State.  Our  Missiona- 
ries and  Pastors  should  all  act  ns  Colporteurs  for  the  Society. 
You  can  obtnin  books  thus:  Send,  by  a  meichant  of  your  ac- 
quaintance, to  B.  R.  Loxley,  Philadelphia,  a  bond,  with  a  res- 
ponsible name  as  security,  for  the  amount  of  books  you  wish  to 
oi)tain,  and  he  can  bring"  them  on  with  goods.  As  the  books 
are  sold  the  bond  can  be  taken  up.  The  following  books  are 
recommended  for  Sunday  Schools :  Ripley's  Notes  on  the  Gos- 
pels !jil  25,  also  on  the  Acts  75  cents;  Malcoin'a  Bible  Diction- 
ary, 50  cents;  Nevin's  Biblical  Antiquities,  68  cents;  3.

REPORT  OX  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

The  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

Of  the  various  plans  for  benevolent  effort  there  are  few  so  im- 
portant as  the  Sunday  School  system.  It  is  the  prime  instru- 
mctitality  for  the  moral  and  religious  education  of  the  rising 
generntion.  If  it  be  important  that  children  be  restrained  from 
vice  ad  wicked  associations — if  it  be  important  that  they  i)e 
lauqfht  to  remember  the  Sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy — ynd  if  it 
be  importnnt  that  their  ninds  be  stored  with  religious  knowl- 
edge and  bible  truth — then  it  is  important  that  they  should  be 
]i>>iructf'd  iti  the  Sabbath  School. 

?nany  arc  ready  to  acknowledge  the  utility   of  tliese  schools 
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and  to  speak  in  high  tcruis  of  their  advantages;  but  how  few 
can  be  found  willing  to  nuike,  from  Sabbath  to  Subbalh,  and 
from  year  to  3'ear,  the  self-denying  efToifs  nccecsary  (o  promoic 
their  interests.  In  most  cases  onrsciiools  fail  for  want  of  failli- 
fnl  teachers. 

IManyofour  brethren  and  cluirches,  friendly  to  benevolent 
cflbrts,  are  slumbering  on  this  subject,  and  the  children,  in  their 
midst,  are  permitted  to  spend  their  Sabbaths  in  idleness  and 
vice.  Never  shall  we,  as  individuals  or  as  churches,  enjoy  t!iat 
prosperity  for  which  we  pray,  until  we  all  shall  be  engjiged  as 
active  teachers,  or  aa  scholars  in  the  Sabbath  School  or  Bible 
class. 

So  little  lias  tlie  attention  of  the  Convention  been  directed  (o 
this  subject  that  the  ordinary  statistics  of  these  schools  have  not 
been  collected.  It  is  recommended  that  (he  Committee  for 
next  year,  be  instructed  to  direct  particular  attention  to  (his 
subject.  Your  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  Edi- 
tor of  the  Biblical  Recorder  be  requested  to  establish  in  his  ex- 
cellent paper  a  special  department  for  Sabbath  Schools.  The 
following  resolutions  are  also  recommended  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  the  importance  of  the  moral  nnd  religious 
instruction  of  the  rising  generation  has  not  been  duly  appreci- 
ated. 

2nd.  That  pastors  and  churches  be  affectionately  mged  to 
make  more  vigorous  efiorts  to  organize  and  sustain  Sabbath 
Schools.  G.  W.  Thompson,  C/i^m. 

The  adoption  of  this  report  was  moved  by  bro.  J.  J.  James, 
who  accompanied  his  motion  with  very  interesting  remarks, 
and  seconded  by  bro.  S.  J.  Wheeler. 

Resolved,  That  we  sympathize  with  our  brethren,  Oncken, 
Moenster,  and  others  in  Denmark,  who  arc  suffering  much  from 
the  established  church  of  that  country  for  their  devotion  to  bap- 
tist principles  ;  and  also,  that  these  brethren  be.  made  the  sub- 
ject of  our  special  prayer  in  the  prayer-meeting. 

Voted,  That  bro.  Jeter  be  invited  to  preach  the  concluding 
sermon  at  11  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  the  Baptist  Church  at  3  o'clock.

Had  these  reports 
been  before  then),  they  would  have  some  data  on  which  to  bape 
the  present.  They  can  only,  therefore,  present,  in  a  succinct 
manner,  the  importance  of  a  more  extended  and  efficient  effort, 
in  the  cause  of  domestic  missions  in  future.  They  beljeve  that 
on  the  success  of  our  domestic  missionary  operations  depends, 
in  a  good  degree,  the  carrying  out  of  the  other  object*  of  the 
Convention.  In  order  that  the  importance  of  sending  the  gos- 
pel to  the  heathen,  and  of  preparing  pious  young  men  for  the 
ministry  may  be  duly  appreciated,  all  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Convention  should  be  furnished  with  the  preaching  of  the  gos- 
pel. While  our  brethren  have  contributed  libcrall}'  to  the  Amer- 
ican Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  that  institution  has  almost 
entirel}^  overlooked  our  State  in  the  appointuient  of  its  mission- 
aries, although  repeatedly  urged  to  do  something  for  us.  The 
experience  of  the  past  admonishes  us  for  the  future  to  look 
well  to  our  own  etToris  in  this  great  work,  and,  instead  of  rely- 
ing on  Hercules,  to  put  our  own  shoulders  to  the  wheel.

1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  aiid  closed  by  praj-er,  either  by 
the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  aadress  the  Piesident,  on  any  subject  to  be  dis- 
cueted. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded;  and  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  sjiecial  leave  oi'  the  Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in  any  Wciy  the 
Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the  members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  tlie  living  voice,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  wali<ing  across,  or  out 
of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first  obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a 
breach  of  order. 

7.  Tlie  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  each  day,  previous  to  proceeding  to 
business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  he  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover  and  handed 
to  the  chair  or  Secretary  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn, 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  amend  ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precelence  in  tne  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  But  no 
motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be 
admitted  under  colour  of  amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made,  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or  ne"-a- 
tive,  jt  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  re- 
consideration thereof  on  the  same  day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  by  anv  member, 
it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention,  iinles.s 
he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Coustitution,  shall  be  decided  by 
a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regulations,  he  shall 
be  regarded  as  untrue  to  histru?t,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  reminded  of  his  duty  by 
any  member  present.

Article  1.  This  histitution  shall  be  denominated  the  N.  C.  Bible  Society,  aux- 
iliary to  the  Am.  ami  F.  Bible  Sociely. 

Art.  2.  The  object  ot  this  Society  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  A.  &  F.  Bible 
Society,  iu  promoting  a  wider  circulation  ot  the  Scriptures  in  the  most  faithlul  ver- 
sions that  can  be  procurcJ. 

Art.  3.  The  members  of  this  institution  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  shall 
contribute  annually  to  its  funds. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  I'residenls,  a  Corresponding 
and  a  Recording  Secretarv,  and  a  Treasurer,  to  Avhom  shall  be  added  a  Board  ot 
18  Mana'^ers — all  of  whom  shall  be  elec'ed  annually. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  officers  to  perform  the  services  njipropriate- 
ly  belongins;  to  their  respective  stations. 

A.rt.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  five  of  whom  .'-hall  form 
a  quorum,  to  transact  all  business  demaading  attention,  durinjj  the  intervals  of  the 
Society's  meeline;s.
